Fatalities of Steamer Disaster 
Greater Than at First 
Announced. 


DRIGIH OF FIRE UNEXPLAINED. 


Few 
Bodies 
Had 
Been 
Recovered 


From River or Smoldering Steamer 


Last 
Night— Coronial 
Inquest 
Ic 


Held Over Two Bodies. 


Cairo, Ills., April 22.—After search­ 
ing two days the death roll of the 
burned steamer City of Pittsburg had 
not been reduced at all from the first 
reports. 
Of the 145 people on the 
boat when it burned Sunday morning, 
about one-half were still missing, ani 
last night no further hope for them 
was expressed. The books and valua­ 
bles of the boat, crew and passenger 
were still in the ruins. 
The wreck 
was above water and still smoldering 
last night. 
Owing to the heated con­ 
dition of the hull, search for those 
cremated in it had not been begun 
and very few of the bodies of those 
who are drowned had been recovered, 
owing to the swift current at 
the 
scene 6f the disaster. 
At the coroner’s inquest yesterday’ 
over the bodies of Captain Sylvester 
Boss and Miss Maria Tissim a ver­ 
dict was rendered that the former 
came to his death from exhaustion 
and the latter from inhaling smoke 
and nothing was developed as to the 
origin cause or responsibility for the 
disaster. 
Origin of Fire Unknown. 
Captain Phillips testified that he 
could not account for the origin of the 
dire unless an electric wire had start­ 
ed it. 
He stated that, so far as he 
knew. BG lives w’ere lost. 
The coro­ 
ner was advised of other bodies hav­ 
ing been recovered at distances from 
this city, but none of them had been 
identified. 
Sensational reports had been cir­ 
culated about an alleged quarrel be­ 
tween the officers of the steamer and 
the roustabouts and that the fire may 
have been of incendiary origin, but 
no credence was given to these re­ 
ports. 
Many stories were told yester 
day by survivors of their thrilling 
experiences 
in 
escaping 
from the 
burning decks, and some of them are 
of the most startling character. 
The 
victims were from points along the 
Ohio valley and they have left a trail 
of bereavement from Pittsburg to the 
Mississippi.

\nd a Suit And Counter Suit Follow­ 
ed— Homer J. Taylor Proved Prop­ 
erty And Justice Johnston Prompt­ 
ly Dism issed the Case. 


A case was tried in the court 
of 


lustice J- W. Johnston in Chester yes- 
erday that was considerably out of 
lie ordinary. 
Homer J. Taylor, one of the propri­ 
etors of the Taylor, Smith & Taylor 
pottery, last week sued George 
H. 
Conn for possession of a dog, alleged 
to be the property of Taylor. 
Before 
the case could be tried, however, the 
Cog disappeared from the Conn home 
on Phoenix avenue, Chester, and yes­ 
terday morning a warrant was sworn 
out by Conn for the arrest of Taylor 
on a charge of stealing the dog, val­ 
ued at $60. 
Constable Hiram Allison made the 
arrest and Taylor was arraigned 
in 
Johnston’s court yesterday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. 
Justice Butler, of Park­ 
ersburg had been engaged to repre­ 
sent Conn and Attorney G. D. Ingram, 
of Chester, looked after Tavlor’s in­ 
terests. 
Ing.am moved dismissal on 
the ground of failure on the part of 
the prosecution to prove possession 
< f the property. The point was argued 
and the justice ruled in favor of the 
prosecution. 
George Conn was called 
for 
the 
prosecution and testified that he had 
owned the .dog for tin period of 18 
months. 
He paid the municipal tax I 
on the animal to the authorized col­ 
lector. 
After permitting the witness 
to answer questions put by the attor­ 
ney for the defense with reference to 
the payment of 
this tax. the ’squire 
ruled that testimony given#along this 
line would not be considered. 
The 
reason for the decision was that the 
case was brought under 
the 
state 
la wand no testimony bearing there­ 
on and involving the municipal laws 
and ordinances would be relevant. 
Mrs. Conn was next examined and 
gave direct testimony as to Taylor’s 
visit to the home upon the occasion 
when he ttx>k the dog away with him. 
An amusing bit of evidence 
was 
given by Mrs. Conn while on 
the 
stand, which goes to show that Mr. 
Taylor, while it may not be known to 
many of his friends, is a pedestrian 
of no mean ability. One of the attor­ 
neys bari asked why, if she saw the 
dog being abducted and Knew it was 
Taylor who was carrying it away, she 
did not demand that it be restored. 
W ith a merry twinkle Mrs. Conn re­ 


plied: 
‘ I did not 
think 
it 
worth! 
while; lie* was going so fast I knew 
he could not hear it I did cry out." 
T. M. Thompson, also for the. prose­ 
cution. testified to seeing Taylor de­ 
part from tile vicinity of the Conn 
home with the dog. 
fie did not know 
to whom the dog belonged and had 
only the word of the little Conn girl 
tor the ownership. 
H ' admitted his 
knowledge was hearsay. 
Little Miss Conn decsribed the tak­ 
ing away of the dog by Taylor, and 
was positive the dog belonged to her 
father. 
Homer Taylor and W. L. Taylor 
took the stand for tho defense and 
-ucceeded in showing that the dog 
had always been the property of Mr. 
Taylor. 
Conn had been an employe 
af Taylor, Smith & Taylor. 
One of 
his duties had been to care for tho 
canine. 
When he severed his connec­ 
tion with the firm lie rendered a bill 
to Taylor for the care of the dog. 
It was clearly shown tnat the whole 
case was a m atter of spite work on 
the part of Conn. and this fact had 
an effect upon the decision of the jus­ 
tice. 
The arguments 
were 
brief, and 
when they had been concluded, Justice 
Johnston lost no time in justifying his 
action in dismissing the case.

Grover Flint Testifies Before Senate 


Committee 
on 
Administering 
of 


“ Water Cure”— Heard of One Death. 


Told of Burnirg cf Native Villages. 


Washington, 
April 
22.—General 
John F. Weston, com missary office". 
has received 
an 
interesting letter 
from Major Woodruff, chief com mis­ 
sary officer of the division of the 
Philippines, dated March 17. 
Major 
Woodruff says in part: 
“ We are getting along very nicely 
in supplying rice to the natives who 
are concentrated in Bangos and L a­ 
guna provinces. 
Last week, in com­ 
pany with General Wheat, I visited 
Binan, Calam ba, Santo Tomas, Tan 
uan and Lipa. and the way the con­ 
centration of the natives is carried 
out up there is a credit to the United 
States array. 
Generals Wheaton and 
Bell both 
deserve a great deal of 
credit. 
Instead 
of 
being 
called 
"cam ps of concentration,” the proper 
nam e would be “camps of instruction 
and sanitation.” 
The 
houses 
are 
about as comfortable as those they 
were required to vacate. 
They all 
have an abundance of food, either 
collected by themselves or furnished 
by the military authorities. 
The in 
habitants are m ost respectful 
and 
very cheerful looking. 
They all have 
the appearance of being well fed. 
No 
indications of sullenness or discon­ 
tent. 
Their herds are taken out to 
graze, and altogether, I really think, 
outside of a military standpoint, the 
natives will 
be decidedly improved 
by virtue of having lived in these well 
regulated cam ps of instruction and 
sanitation. 
The very poor are much 
better off In every way than they 
ever were before, and they are sub­ 
ject by the m ilitary to less tyranny 
than formerly by the head men. From 
a military standpoint, of course, th-' 
concentration has been most valua 
blo and bas resulted iii bringing in 
nearly every gun and every Insurgent 
behind it who has not fled to the 
provinces of Cavite 
and 
T abayai, 
which are tinder the control of the 
civil governm ent.” 


More Water Cure Testimony. 


Tho senate com mittee on the Phil 
ippines yesterday resumed the exam ­ 
ination of 
witnesses in connection 
with the investigation of affairs in 
the Philippine islands. 
Grover Flint, 
of Cambridge, Mass., who served as 
first lieutenant in the Thirty-fifth vol­ 
unteer Infantry, testified th a t early 
in May, 1900, ho had been a witness 
to tile w ater cure, as adm inistered to 
the natives by the Macoabebe scouts, 
and that this was done to get infor­ 
mation as to tile whereabouts of their 
guns. 
The guns were delivered. 
The 
following day some men of his own 
regim ent applied the cure, but their 
act was without the authority of their 
commanding officers. 
Tho Maccabe- 
lies at the time referred to were not 
under command of a commissioned 
officer, but under a sergeant of the 
United States army. 
Flint had been, 
he said, a witness to at least 20 eases 
of w ater cure. 
He never had seen 
any one die as a result of the cure, 
but had seen a hospital corps man 
working on a native who had been 
made unconscious. 
It also had been 
reported to him 
that one Filipino 
died from the effects of the w ater 
cure. 
The witness 
then 
described the 
method of adm inistering 
the cure, 
and said that in some cases where it 
was given to old men, he had seen 
til cir teeth fall out. 
Mr. Flint, iii response to a ques 
tlon by Senator Dietrich, said he was 
present on these occasions, “to draw 
the line on excesses.” 
He did not 
recommend to his m ajor 
th a t 
the 
practice cease, nor did he give any 
orders to his men to stop the torture. 
Answering a question by Senator 
Burrows, the witness declared that 
the effect of the cure was immediate 
the victim invariably turning in his 
gun or a nolo and giving information 
as to the whereabouts of others. 
He 
said 
it 
whs 
impossible to judg * 
w hether the victims were insurgents 
or soldiers or peasants, but they ap­ 
peared to be peaceable 
barrios or 
villagers. 
Some of them were thrown 
down by force, others, 
who 
were 
timid, would submit 
readily, while 
those who resisted were simply hei l 
the more tightly. 
The treatm ent. h-» 
said, never got to the point of great 
brutality.

T he leaders of the 
campaign for the advance recovered 
their position to some extent late in 
the day by a vigorous buying move­ 
ment in Southern Pacific up to 6974, 
and in Reading and M anhattan, which 
were lifted ’respectively 4% and 376 
over Saturday. 
This induced a gen­ 
eral covering m ovem ent in the whole 
m arket 
and 
in 
substantial rallies, 
which m aterially reduced the losses 
but still left prices genera'ly below 
Saturday. 
The setback cam e in the 
face of promising auspices for the 
advance. 
Tho 
Louisville 
incident 
seemed to have convinced some of 
the large eastern banking interests 
that the time was ripe'for an advance, 
although they had been inclined to 
deprecate the m ovem ent inaugurate! 
by western capitalists as premature, 
on account of the unfornud prospects 
for the crops. 
The steam ship merger 
was accepted as additional indication 
of the confidence of large capital in 
continued prosperous conditions. 
An incident of the day was the de­ 
moralization of tho 
silver 
m arket, 
which carried silver bullion to 5076 
cents an ounce, compared with the 
previous low record of 5174 on Sept. 
J. 1897. when Japan adopted the gold 
standard. 
The slump is said to be 
due to selling by China as a necessary 
incident to th e paym ent of the indem­ 
nity to the powers. 
The strength of 
Reading and M anhattan was due t i 
buying by the sam e brokers who were 
heavy sellers of Union Pacific and 
St. Paul.

from Major Woodruff, chief commU- 
sitry officer of the division of the 
Philippines, dated March 17. 
Major 
Woodruff says in part: 
“We are getting along very nicely 
in supplying rice to the natives who 
aru concentrated In Bangos and I.a 
guna provinces. 
Last week, in com ­ 
pany with General W heat, I visited 
Binan, Calamint, Santo Tomas. Tan 
nan and Llpa, and the way the con­ 
centration of the natives Is carried 
out up there is a credit to the United 
States army. 
Generals Wheaton and 
Bell both 
deserve a great deal of 
credit. 
Instead 
of 
being 
called 
“camps of concentration," the proper 
name would he "cam ps of instruction 
and sanitation.” 
The 
houses 
are 
about as comfortable as those they 
were required to vacate. 
They all 
have an abundance of food, either 
collected by themselves or furnished 
by the military authorities. 
The in 
habitants are m ost respectful 
anti 
very cheerful looking. 
They all have 
the appearance of being well fed. 
No 
Indications of sullenness or discon­ 
tent. 
Their herds are taken out to 
graze, and altogether, I really think, 
outside of a military standpoint, the 
natives will 
he decidedly improved 
by virtue of having lived In these well 
regulated camps of Instruction and 
sanitation. 
The very poor are much 
better off in every way than thcv 
ever were before, and they are sub­ 
ject by tho m ilitary to less tyranny 
than formerly by the head men. From 
a military standpoint, of course, the 
concentration has been most valua 
hie and has resulted in bringing in 
nearly every gun and every Insurgent 
behind it who has not fled to tho 
provinces of Cavite 
and 
Tabayai, 
which are under the control of the 
civil governm ent." 
More W ater Cure Testimony. 


Tho semite com mittee on the Phil 
ippines yesterday resumed the exam ­ 
ination of 
witnesses in connection 
with the investigation of affairs In 
the Philippine islands. 
Grover Flint, 
of Cambridge, Mass., who served as 
first lieutenant in the Thirty-fifth vol­ 
unteer Infantry, testified that early 
in May, 1900, he had boon a witness 
to the w ater cure, as adm inistered to 
the natives by the Macoabobp scouts, 
and that this was done to got infor­ 
mation as to Hie whereabouts of their 
guns. 
The guns were delivered. 
Tile 
following day some men of his own 
le g in u n t applied th e cure, but their 
act was without the authority of their 
commanding officers. 
The Maccabo- 
bes at the time referred to were not 
under command of a commissioned 
officer, lint under a sergeant of the 
United States army. 
Flint had boon. 
ho said, a witness to at least 20 eases 
of w ater cure. 
He never had seen 
any one die as a result of tho euro. 
but had seen a hospital corps man 
working on a native who had been 
made unconscious. 
It also had been 
reported to him 
that one Filipino 
died from the effects of the water 
cure. 
Tho witness 
then 
described the 
method of adm inistering 
the cure, 
and said that in some cases w Ii ore it 
was given to old men. he had seen 
their teeth fall out. 
Mr. Flint, in response to a ques 
tlon by Senator Dietrich, said he was 
present on these occasions, “to draw 
the line on excesses." 
He did not 
recommend to his major 
that 
the 
practice cease, nor did he give any 
orders to his men to stop the torture. 
Answering a question by Senator 
Burrows, the witness declared that 
the effect of the euro was immediate 
the victim invariably turning in his 
gun or a bolo and giving information 
as to the whereabouts of others. 
He 
said 
It 
wAs 
impossible to judg“ 
whether the victims were insurgents 
or soldiers or peasants, but they ap­ 
peared to be peaceable 
barrios or 
villagers. 
Some of them w ere thrown 
down by force, others, 
who 
were 
timid, would submit 
readily, while 
those who resisted were simply hel l 
tho more tightly. 
The treatm ent, h-* 
said, never got to the point of great 
brutality.

U. S. Suprem e Court Gives State 


W ashington Right to File Bill 


Fe - Injunction. 


Washington. April 22.—The United 
States supreme court yesterday grant­ 
ed leave to the state of Washington 
to file an original bill for an injunc­ 
tion against the Great Northern Rail­ 
road company, the Northern Pacific 
Railway company and the Northern 
Securities company, in aceordannee 
with the petition of that state recently 
filed in the court. 
The opinion in the case was deliv­ 
ered by Chief Justice Fuller, who 
stated that the court had always ex 
ercised the utmost care in its pro­ 
ceedings in original cases and that 
the present decision to grant leave to 
file was intended to be entirely with­ 
out prejudice tc cither party at in­ 
terest. 
The chici justice’s opinion 
was 
very brief and consisted entirely of 
a review of original cases of the same 
character which have been brought 
to the attention of the court. 
The 
two most important of the cases thus 
cited were the case of the state of 
Louisiana vs the state of Texas, con­ 
cerning the quarantine regulation of 
the latter state, in which leave was 
given to file, and the state of Min­ 
nesota vs the Northern 
Securities 
companies, in which the petition to 
file was denied. 
Referring to the lat­ 
ter case he said the petition had been 
refused 
because of the insuperable 


objection m at indispensable 
parties 
to the case could not be brought into 
the court. 
This objection did net. 
however, confront the court in the 
present ease and the court felt that 
because of its desire to proceed wifh 
the utmost care and deliberation in 
all oases where original actions arc 
brought in this court, the precedent 
of the Louisiana-Texas 
case should 
be followed rather than that of the 
Minnesota ease in the 
present in­ 
stance.

Washington Right to File Bill 


Fe:* Injunction. 


W ashington. April 22.— The Fritted 
States supreme court yesterday g ran t­ 
ed leave to the state of W ashington 
to file an original bill for an injunc­ 
tion against the Groat N orthern Rail­ 
road company, tile N orthern Pacific 
Railway company and the Northern 
Securities company, in 
aeeordannec 
with the petition of that state recently 
filed in the court. 
The opinion in the case was deliv­ 
ered 
by 
Chief .Justice 
Fuller, who 
stated that the court had always ex 
creased the utmost care in its pro­ 
ceedings in original cases and that 
the present decision to grant leave to 
file was intended to be entirely with­ 
out prejudice tc either party at in­ 
terest. 
The ehiuf justice's opinion 
was 
very brief and consisted entirely of 
a review of or iginal cases of the same 
character which have been brought 
to the attention of the court. 
The 
two most important of the cases thus 
cited were the case of the state of 
Louisiana vs tho state of Texas, con­ 
cerning the quarantine regulation of 
the latter state, in which leave was 
given to file, and the state of Min­ 
nesota vs the N orthern 
Securities 
companies, in which the petition to 
file wars denied. 
Referring to the lat­ 
ter case he said the petition had been 
refused 
because, of the insuperable 


objection m a t Tmiispensaoie 
parties 
to the ease could not he brought into 
the court. 
This objection did net, 
however, confront the court in the 
present case and the court felt that 
because of i.s desire to proceed wifh!

Cairo. Ills.. April 22.—After search 
lug two days the death roll of the 
burned steamer City of Pittsburg had 
not been reduced at all from the first 
reports. 
Of the 145 people on the 
boat when it burned Sunday morning 
about one-half were still missing, an ! 
last night no further hope for them 
was expressed. 
The books and valua­ 
bles of the boat, crew and passen g er 
were still in the ruins. 
The wreck 
was above water and still smoldering 
last night. 
Owing to the heated con­ 
dition of the hull, search for thos 
cremated in it had not been begun 
and very few of the bodies of thos 
who are drowned had been recover, d. 
owing to the swift current, at 
the 
scene Of the disaster. 
At the coroner’s inquest yesterday 
over the bodies of Captain Sylvester 
Doss and Miss Maria Tissim a ver­ 
dict was rendered that the former 
came to his death from exhaustion 
and the latter from inhaling smoke 
and nothing was developed as to the 
origin cause or responsibility for the 
disaster. 
Origin of Fire Unknown. 
Captain Phillips testified that he 
could not account for the origin of the 
-fire unless an electric wire had start­ 
ed it. 
He stated that, so far as he 
kn* w. 56 lives were lost. 
The coro­ 
ner was advised of other bodies hav­ 
ing been recovered at distances from 
this city. but none of them had been 
identified. 
Situational reports had been cir­ 
culated about an alleged quarrel be­ 
tween the officers of the steamer and 
the roustabouts and that the fire' mav 
have bec n of incendiary origin, but 
no c r e d e n c e was given to these re­ 
ports. 
Many stories were told yester­ 
day by survivors of their thrilling 
experiene 's 
in 
escaping 
from the 
burning clerks, and some of them are 
of the most startling character.

victims were from points along the* 
Ohio valley and they have left a trail 
of bereavement from Pittsburg to tha 
Mississippi.

“cam ps of concentration,” th** prop**** 
nam e would be “camps of instruction 
and sanitation." 
Tho 
houses 
ara 
about as com fortable as those they 
were required to vacate. 
They all 
have an abundance of food, either 
collected by them selves or furnished 
by tho military authorities. 
The in 
habitants are m ost respectful 
am 
very cheerful looking. 
They all hay* 
the appearance of being wt*ll fed. 
No 
Indications of sullenness or discon­ 
tent. 
Their herds are taken out to 
graze, and altogether, I really think, 
outside of a military standpoint, the 
natives will 
be decidedly Improved 
by virtue of having lived In th -se well 
regulated cam ps of instruction and 
sanitation. 
Tho very poor are much 
better off In every way than they 
ever wore before, arid they arc sui) 
Jeet by th*- military to less tyranny 
than formerly by the head men. From 
a military standpoint, of course, the

he said, a witness to at I ‘ast 20 eases 
of water cure. 
He never had teen

hut had Keen a hospital corps man 
working on a native who had been 
made unconscious. 
It also had been 
reported to him 
that one Filipino 
died from the effects of the w ater 
cure.
